RED INDIAN CURES. 


Woe might well learn a leason from the Indian's health 
and strength. With bim u constant succession of long 
days epent in active bodily exercise in the open air, 
developed a race which was physically upexcelled, pro- 


babiy, even by the Greeks, 
Exposure, Eatigue privation, and physical injury, were 


lightly borne. Tho seemiug indifference to pain, which 
gene for bim the title of “stoic,” was probably due as 
gsucbh to an absence of severe pain as to an unflinching 
endorance of fi. 

The Indian is not without surgical and medical skill 
For one who breaks an arm or leg in the depths of the 
forest, splints admirably Eanes for their pa are 
agente cut, These ba une hay down-like moas, 
or scrapings or shavings of wood, or with fine twigs inter- 
laced Din leaveas or, in winter with curled-up leaves of 
the cedar or hemlock, and the whole is surrounded witb 
the wthes of willow or osier or young birch. 

Sometimes the soft bark of the poplar or the basswood 
{s ased, or if the accident occnrs near the marshy ehore of 
a lake or river, resort may be had to wild hay, or to reeds 
of aniform length and thickness.

Quasbee and bis children are everywhere, and all of them 
are wanted when the crop is gathered. 

Let me to deacribe the ecene in the mil} yard in 
crop time. "The teame of oxen and mules ure constantly 
bringing up carts laden with the fresh canes, whicb are 
tipped on to the ground ; one set of men carry canes to 
the rollers, where others are engaged in thrusting them in 
between the crushers, aud another set of mon take away 
the trash. : ; 

This trash ia spread over every available space in the 
yerd, which is gonerally laid out ona alupe so that the 
rain may run off easily. ; . y 

A small army of girls and boys is engaged io spreading 
the trash and turning it over with their feet, eo that it 
dries tn the sun and wind, and when any is dry it is 
gathered into heaps from which the boiling-house is sup- 
plied with foel. 

The children laugh and chattor at their work, and 
would put more power in their tongues than in their feet 
if they were not kept in order by the overseer, wuo is 
generally an old negro specially told off for the duty of 
superintending thom. ; : 

On this estate it was considered a good day's work if 
four hogsheads of sugar were made in the day ; but more 
cou'd vometimes have been made with er boilera, for 

the mill had to be stop because tho 
receivers and boilers were full of liquor. 

So the work goes on as ig | as the daylight lasts, and 
ever: when the last load is drawn for the day, and the 
wor xers have gone home, a few remain to feed the mill 
wit!: rane.

Some ancient a is put forward to make a speech to 
the planter, which he often does with considerable hamour 
and address; then the planter replies, and a glass of 
falcrum, a beverage com of rum, lime-juice, and 
syrop, is handed round to each. Dancing then ins, 
and is carried on to a late hour, to tbe sound of fiddles 
and tambourines. 

Sometimes the fun is varied by the iutroduction of a 
trash mau—that is, a figure stuffed with cane trash, and 
tied on the back of a mule, which is finally let loose aud 
gallops about with his incongruous burden, to the delight 
of the spectators. They are a light-hearted crew, these 
black and brown simple-hearted folk, and long may they 
coutinue 80, 

And what becomes of all the suzar aud molasses that 
are the ultimate resulta of thia expenditure of time, 
labour, and money? Comparatively little of the si 
to England ; the greatcr pes of it is bought ap for 

American market, partly because it is nearer, but 
chiefly because the American merchants have a better 
eystem of payment than the English have. 

The planters prefer selling to the Americans because 
the sugar is sold in the island and paid for at once, The 
American merchants send orders to their agente that they 
will buy at each and such a price, so that the seller knows 
exactly what he will get for each consignment, for the 
price is settled in the Bridgetown market.

1282, when he defeated the Welsh at the passage of the 
Oonway, After this, he fought frequently in Franco; 
and, in 1286, again reduced Gascony. In 1295, he had 
another cam in Wales ; and, in 1296, went to BScot- 
land, where he took Berwick, won the Battle of Dunbar, 
end captured Edinburgh Castle. In 1298,he won the 
Battle of Falkirk, and ravaged Galloway in 1300. In 
1303, he captured Brechin and Dunfermline, and, in 
1307, raised the seigo of Ayr. It wasin this same year 
that he died at Burgh-on-the-Sands, while on an expedi- 
tion having for its object the complete reduction of 
Scotland.

1202. Which is the most Striking Instance of Wasted 
Mechanical Power that could be Utilised? 


The tides, and it is to them that, when certain 
mechanical impediments are overcome, we shall look for 
our motive power. Professor Thompson has stated that 
the construction of an embankment, so as te provide a 
tidal basin, say near the Avon, would suffice, tarned to 
mechanical uses, to charge evory year 10,000,009 Faure 
accumulators, and to raise twenty billions of pounds one 
foot high. One-tenth of this energy would permanently 
light the city of Bristol. He says that one-fifth of the 
tidal energy of the Severn, where the fall and rise exceed 
twenty-three. feet, would, transmuted into electricity, be 
enough to light every city, and turn every loom, spindle, 
and axle in the United Ringdom: Professor Perry pro- 
phecies that we shall have central stations where steam- 
engines will drive electrical machines which will drive 
machinery, and work everything required in household 
economy. He adds that, with properly constructed 
machinery, the energy of Niagara could be converted 
into electrical power, and be transmitted to New York, 
there to be used for everything to whic’ human labour 
is applied, and to much for which human strength is 
inadequate. It is said that the power espended in 
Niagara is as great as would be provided for steam- 
engine purposes by fifty-six million poumés' worth of 
coal a year. 

4208. About what Fraction of the Earth's Sarface still 
Remains Unexplored 

Geography is a progressive acience, Kysry year, with 
its discoveries and novelties, also brings forth a large crop 
of corrections, and of information which modifics precon- 
ceived theories and opinions. Consequently it is not easy 
to fix even an approximate estimate as to the work still 
to be done in the way of exploration. Very little is 
known of the polar regions—N. and 8.—eo little indeed, 
that we may safely set down 4,800,000 square miles as 
unexplored. Africa comes ‘fext as the great field for 
explorers. But for the countries round the coast, and the 
few journeys across the continent by Stanley and others, 
we may eay that Africa has still s vast area unexplored, 
surely not less than five million square miles. At the 
best the work done in the interior is little moro than s 
reconnaissance, There is atill a wide field for exploration 
in the interior of the Asiatio oontinent. The northern 
half of the Tibetan plateau, much of the Kuen Lan 
range, the valleys in Sulimani range, and the sources of 
the great rivers are unknown, together with very extensive 
tracts in Arabia, which no traveller has ever explored. 
We may estimate this at 1,200,000 square miles, Much 
exploring work remains to be done in South America, 
especially in Patagonia, Columbia, and in the enormous 
basin of the Amazon. It would be below the mark to ray 
that 2,500,000 square miles are not yet known. ‘The 
interior of New Guinea, and many other islands in that 
el of the world, are almost entirely unexplored by 

aropeans. This may be placed down at 500,000 square 
miles. We have thus a total of unexplored regions, of no 
Jess an area than 14,000,000 square miles. Ravenstein 
estimates the total aroa of the land at 51,000,000 square 
miles, Thus the fraction is $$; or, not to fix it at too 
high a value, about one-fourth of the world’s land surface 
romains really unexplored.

On din phynical side 
the evidence is equally conclusive. It is, of course, trua 
that what is called a good constitution is, other thinzs, 
being equal, almost invariably on from healthy 

nts to theirchildren ; but if the constitution of either 
or both, of the parents, is tainted with such a disease aa 
gout, phthisis, scrofula, or a dozen others that theso 
would suggest, the taint will be reprodaced in some forin 
or another from generation to goneration. In fact,ao 
conclusive is the evidence of facts in favour of tho enay 
tranamission of evil as against good qualities, that it may 
almost be eaid that, just as disease and not good health 
is catching, so evil qualities are hereditary while good 
ones are mostly individurl and isolated.

1206. How does Intense Pain Produce Perspiration ? 

The sweat is the secretion of innumerable sudori- 
ee glands situated in the deepor layers of the skin. 

ike all other glands of the human body, the sweat 
glands are under the control both of the vascular and of 
the norvous systems, The influence of the former is 
easily understood, increased blood supply produces in. 
creased secretion ; but that of the nervous system is lene 
obvious, indeed, it is not x fully explained, That it 
exists ia, of course, beyond question. Intense pain, or 
intense terror, produces a bloodless condition of the sirin, 
yet each is accompanied by profuse perspiration, which 
cannot therefore be due to increased blood-supplyv, but 
must: be caused by the nervous system. Indced, “it has 
been shown by experiment that stimulation of the nerves 
going to a part will produce perspiration of tbat part, 
even when by amputation it has been removed from all 

ssibility of increase in its blood-supply. A very similat 
instance of the contro] exercised over a gland by the 
nervous system is the familiar one of the increased flow 
of saliva produced by the sight, or even by the thought, of 
food, In this case the nerve fibres concerned have beon 
identified, and we may fairly suppose that a similar mo- 
| chanism existe in connection with the sudoriparous glands,

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ALPINE ROOT GRUBEERS, 


TurRoctcuour the whole ciain of the Alps there are 
men who make it their business to search for and root up 
the gentian, ernica, puff-bulls, and ower Alpice flowers 
which are cousidered desirable. 

Usually the root grubber is no lonyer young. High 
up in the rnountains he builds himself a httle hut of 
interwoven branches of piue. roofed with bark, and held 
down by stones. Here he kredics his fre, cooks his food, 
aod slcens, LHe starts for hi work with the first grey 
light of dawn. He clambers precipices to the led zea 
where lics a blue band of flowers, like an azure belt 

irdling the mountain ;‘or, if hs <1nnot ascend, he lets 
Eimsel down to their place of refuge by a rope fastened 
to a» pine above. 

Formerly, when the geatian starred every greensward, 
his labours were uot so arduous; but, as tbe Alps have 
been rifled, the flowers must be sought on spots Litherto 
unexplored, and the man tre.ds where hardly a goet can 
find a foothocd. 

He wanders to # long distance from: his hut, and dovs 
not trourl» to return to it at night, espccially if the 
weather bo favourable. Ho fiuds savlter under a rock, 
and sleeps upon moss, Next morning he takes all the 
reots he has collected together, uud spveads them on a 
rock where they may dry in the suo. 

He wanders on, and again sleeps at a distance froin his 
hot, and again wakes w little store, which he leaves at 
his lodging for the night. Gencrally each root-gruty er 
has several ot these stcro places, and to these he carries 
bia collecuion every day, each day to the nearest store. 

By this means the man wanders over groat distances, 
avd weeks way pacs witbout his ra-appearance at his hot, 
He poes tire oniy when his supply of food is exbans ed. 
But he obtains fresh milk often enough, and soni tims 
bread and cheese as well, at the huts where the girls are 
watchirg the cattle and making the cheeses. 

He collects herbs as well as roots, aud the resin from 
the pine besides. Fspecially choice is that resin which 13 
fonad ia amber-like calls or masses i. the great ant-hills 
in the woods. When the summer is over, and there are 
signs of snow, the root-grubber collects ail together in 
his little hut, and fically transports the wholo of his six 
months’ collection to the valley. 

The argica and some other roots used in medicine are 
readily disposed of. From the geutian is made the 
favourite gentian -braudy, which is cousidered the very 
elixir of life by the mountain folk. In other days, when 
gentians grew in great numbers, the root-digger was able 
to realise a good income from his perilous occupation ; 
but it is otherwise now; and ‘' poor a3 a root-griuber” 
is acommon saying. 


| 
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In a short time these toilers conceived the idea of 
founding a small hospital for the reception of those un- 
fortunate little ones who, through no fault of their own, 
were compelled to pass their days of sickness in the foul 
atmosphere of the courts and slums. 

This hospital, which was nothing more or less than an 
old sail loft, but scrupulously sweet and clean, was quickly 
filled with little patients, and it became necessary to con- 
struct a larger building. 

; This was done in 1875, when tbe foundation stone of 
the present erection wus laid ; aud a few years later threo 
more wards were added, 

From the day when the first child was admitted to this 
hospital to the preseut time, no fewer than 16.000 iu- 
patients have been received, and more than 150,000 out- 
patients and 113,000 casnalty casos have been treated. 

Suflicient accommodation to deal with the last two- 
nained classes is sadly wanted, and in order to supply this 
deficiency £2.000 is required. 

Through the kindpess of many friends living in tho 
country, the girls who need fresh air to set them right 
after a severe illness are enabled to obtain a holida, with- 
out putting the hospital to any extra expenee. Kot BO 
the boys, however ; and to fill this want convalescent 
home in connection with the hospital is urgently needed. 
A building of the kind could be etected at a cost of 
£3,000, and half this sum has already been subscribed. 

It is worth mentioning that the Fast London is the 
only hoBpital containing a babies’ ward, where some 
thirty little infants are tended with the utmost care by 
bg, amelie purses,

WHY ARE THE PRAIRIES TREE- 
LESS 7 


Tuovcu this is not a conundrum, it is a puzzle which 
has exercised many minds. ‘The question has been hotly 
debated in America, where tae origin of the prairies 
thomselves has been gravely auG coutiictingly ascribed to 
fire and to water, to hest and to coid; while the forests 
which once clothed these regions are, with equal contra- 
diction, held to bave been ree by drought, drowned 
to death by lakes, smothered by the fineness of their soil, 
or crushed by the action of an age of ice. 

The curious points thus raised have not been much 
noticed on this side of the Atlantic until this autumn, 
when quite a quantity of interesting and original inform- 
ation has been put togetber by a well-known naturalist, 
Mr. Miller Christy, F.L.S.in 8 paper read before the 
British Association at Cardiff. He gives his impressions 
derived from repeated visits to those parts. 

Close personal obeervation and facts gathered on the 
spot, have convinced him that the romarkubls absence of 
trces on vast tracts of level land, where grasses flourish, 
and all sorts of flowers abound, where the soil 18 most 
fertile, and rainfall sufficient, and the climate favourable, 
oan only be due to tho persistent and unsparing force of 
fire. " 

This is no new idea. We have long been familiar, as 
be reminds us, with thrilling talos of hunters who, with 
ready resource, fight fire with fire, and thus surround them- 
selves w.tu a belt of ground where no flames can feed. 

Nowadays such conflagrations are commouly caused by 
travellers who neglect to extinguish their camp fires, or 
by persons who start them in mnischief or malice, or by 
settlers who seek thus to improvo their paxturaye, or to 
lesson the mosquito plague. 

So it happens that alaost the whole expanse of Prairie- 
land is annually scorched until uo green thing remains, 
and coated with a fresh layer of black ashes, through 
which the graascs and herbaccous plants thrust themselves 
in the following season with vizcrous growth. 

Some of these fires are on so emull a scale, aud creep 
along to quietly, that they would die out on reaching the 
wheel track of 4 waggon en the short grass, or smoulder 
as gradually us an English railway-bank in summer time ; 
but « large prairie tire et night is an alarming sight, 

There is further proot of the frequency of these prairie 
firea mm tho fact that no animals are to be found except 
an occasional hare, or perbaps a coyote, or prairie wolf, 
and some few that burrow and so are safe ; aud that even 
earthworms, which, according to Daewin, are fonnd in all 
parts of the world, ara absent here, because no decaying 
vegetable matter remains to fortn their fool. 

‘The continual cultivation which other svils receive 
from the action of their worms that stir and move them, 
ia thus denied to the Prairies, but a natural compensation 
is given in the liberal coating of manure which is formed 
by the ashes of the grass. : 

In support of the fire theory we may also notice that 
there is no lack of trees in parts that are well protected. 
Poplars and willows spring up readily on all sides, and, if 
not hindered, would certainly zeproduce in due time the 
banisbed forest growth.

ft Grst recollection of Mr. John Dillon is in an ander- 
graduate’s coom at Trinity College, Cambridge, sume 
veven years ago. He had besn invited to on Home 
ze si the “Onion” Debating Club, and he succeeded 

ing @ great impression on everyone, both by his 
public speech and by his private conversation. bis was 
all che more remarkable, as [ish members were then very 
little known in england, and undergraduates, who share 
the prejadices of their elders in an exaggerated form, 
were little disposed to turn an open mind to what he had

to say, 

Whas most struck us undergraduates about him in this 
private view of our visitor was the deep gloom of his ideas 
and cou ion. It was not the gloom of a map who 

and who had abandoned hope as to the 
triamph of his ideas, but rather a philosophic gloom, a 
Laif-poetical pessimism that asked whether it were not 
better never to have been born, and never to have seen 
“ the evil work that is done under the sun.” 
And yet at the botiom of it all one could see that he 
teally got as much enjoyment out of life as most people. 
und some enjoyment even out of his gloomy views. He 
hase great eharm of manner, and a face that inspires 
coufidence, , 
It in» face of no little sweetness and strength, though 
overvast by an expression of deep melancholy. He is 
terribly in earnest about all his bogbies, but never in a 
tiresome or priggish way, and he never tries to thrust his 
views where they are likely to be unwelcome. 
Be has a keen sense of humour, and man to derivea 
fair emeunt of amusement even from the most awkward 
ovishapa, like one of the schools of American humourists, 
Thor his eyes would often light up with merriment as 
he related some experience of his prison life. I remember 
one that he told with most enjoyment of any. He and 
his friends in gaol had been much annoyed by the noise 
purposely le by the sentries when relieving guard, 
which woke them again and again through the night, 
Once, when Mr. Dillon was ill and feverish, this 
annoyed him beyond endurance. At five in the moruing, 
when he had just fallen into a troubled slumber after 
hourn of wakefulness, he was roused with a start by the 
ory,‘ Namber One. All's well!" just outside his window. 

He darted up, seized a medicine-bottle and Aung it with 
all bir might in thedirection of the offending voice. To 
his amazement and delight, the shot told, for, a moment 
after. be heard his old enemy, the voice, again : “ Number 
Two All's not well! Turn out, guard!’ 
“ After that,” said Mr. Dillon, with his grave chuckle, 
* ele pmsoners were less disturbed at nights.” 


found an auexpectedly large number of supporters among 
the impressionable young men who formed his audience. 
J have often h Mr. Dillon speak since, to English 
audiences, to his constituents in County Mayo, and to 
the Elonse of Gommous ; but I never heard him speak 
more eloquently or more impressively. There was al+o, 
every now and again, a touch of pathos about the suffer- 
ings of bis country and tho hardehips of her patriots, 
that came in very effectively. 
Some agitators are in the habit of caying one thing to 
enue audience and quite another thing to another. I have 
beard Mr. Hyndman, the Socialist leader, address this 
game Oambsidge acdience with amooth words about the 
brotherhood of man, aud I have beard him again among 
bin evpporters in Hyde Park using a very different tone, 
with incitements to hatred and violence.

Ho speaks without notes, and is never at a loss for the 
thread of his argument or for words in which to express 
it, Nat his sentences are ofton involved, and he never 
sttempts rounded periods, 
However, he dves not lose himself in a torrent of 
words like eo mauy of his countrymen. His tendeucy is 
rather to lapse into a drawl, which hia slight American 
eevent serves to intensify. When excited he has a habit 
ef aeetobing oat his arm at full leagth, and working it 
ao snd down with a kind of pump-handle movement. 
Eile ancoess es a speaker can only be attributed to his 
traosperent sincerity, to the simple earnestness of his 
be 50, bis cial tones, and natural delivery.

Irish conspiracy, and beard many amusing stories about 
the way in which proclaumed meetings were held and the 
police outwitted.

@ past generation. Ho had always been on terms of the 
reatest frisodship with thie lady. When sho was recover- 
ing from a severe illness, she wouldsend for bim tocomeand 
tead to ber, for with his soothing voice and gentle, refined 
mauner he was more welcome than any other friend or 
relaiiou. 
And ke would come, even in the busiest times of 
political conflict, and spend two to three hours 
at a time-talking to this old lady in a half-darkened 
room, or reading selections from his favourite books. 
Ard I am told by those who know him best, that he 
never took greator paius to interest or amuse, never was 
so witty mor such excellent company aa on those occa- 
sions. 
The variety of Mr. Dillon’s attainments is not widely 
koowo. Hes perhaps one of the best informed men of 
the day, having kept up his classie sinco his schooldays, 
and alao made a carcful study of the classics cf Lingland, 
Spain, Italy, aud Germany. 
He can quote long pawages of Dante or Goethe, discuss 
the novels of Evera and d'Azeylio, and is as much at 
home in the piges of Cervantes and Balzac as ir those 
of Thackeray and Scott. His farourivs books are Mon- 
taigne’s Essays and the works of de Maistre, but he 
cherishes also a weakness for Lever's novels and otber 
volumes of Irish huwour. 

He was originally brought up to be @ doctor, and has 
been at some pains to keep up his medical knowledge.

WONDERFUL ORCHIDS. 

Narors is much given to counterfeiting her own 
works, eaid a Among the most remarkable 
illustrations of this tendency on her p&rt are nu.werous 

table imitations of animal life. 
Fon will find the sort of freak best exhibited in plants 
of the orchid kind, whose oddly-formed flowers suggest 
various queer resemblances, There are two species, for 
example, named the bee orchid and the fly orchid, from 
the likeness between their flowers and these insects, 

Other varieties for similar reasons are culled the man 
orchid, the lizard orchid, and the lady's slipper. 

. In some species the flowers are like splendid butterflies, 
One, again, reminds the observer of a grinning monkey ; 
another the aspéct of an ordinary opera dancer 
suspended by the head ; while a third, named the spider 
onekad, affords a striking likeness to that animal. 

Although there are orchids of various kinds to be 
found in temperate latitudes, the most beautiful species 
grow in luxuriance where a tropical climate develo 
these exquisite vegetable forms on the branches of the 
living trees, in the decaycd bark of fallen trunks, run- 
ning over mossy rocks, or hanging suspended from 
boughs in the untrodden forests. 

For a long time it was sup that this most curious 
tribe in all the vegetable kingdom could not be subjected 
to the uses of the gardener ; but it has been discovered 
of late years that with care and werance they can be 
brought to as high a perfection in a greenhouse as they 
obtain in their native woods, 

It is chiefly in the forests of South America that the 
species which grow on the bark of trees are found. Some 
of them are known as air plants, from their power of 
vegetating when simply suspended in the air without any 
soil or direct supply of water, supported only by the 
atmosphere. 

When hung up by strings from the ceiling of a room 
they will live for months, and will go on blossoming 
luxuriantly. Such orchids are favourite ornaments of 
houses in China and Japan. 

There are nearly two thousand known species of orchids, 
Probably as many more remain undiscovered in the 
depths of unexplored tropical forests. He who comes 
upon a new one obtains almost as much glory as is got by 
the discovery of a star, It seems curious that, whereas 
these planta are spread over nearly all the world, as far as 
the borders of the frozen zone, there should be so few 
kinds that are useful in any way to man, 

Vanilla is an orchid, which in the West Indies creeps 
over trees and walls like ivy. A substance called “salep,” 
somewhat resembling arrowroot or sago, is obtained fron 
the tubers of a variety that grows in Turkey and Persia, 
where it is highly esteemod. 

Some of the South American species yield by boiling a 
sort of glue, utilised by the Brazilians for fastening leather 
together. ‘These are the only orchids that are of utility 
to mankind. :

‘“ You had better retire, gentlemen,” said Troke. “I ane 
them getting out their knives.” 

We made for the gate, and the crowd closed in like a eea 
upon the two constables. I fully expected murder, but in 
a few moments Troke and Gimblett appeared, borne along 
by a mass of men, dusty, but unharmed, and having the 
convict between them. He eulkily raised a hand as he 

me, either to rectify the porition of hia straw hat, 
or to offer a tardy apology. 

A more wanton, unprovoked, and flagrant outrage than 
that of which this man was guilty I never witnessed. It 
is customary for“ the old dogs,” ae the experienced con- 
victe are called, to use the most opprobrious language to 
their officers, and to this a deaf ear is usually turned, but 
I never before saw a man wantonly strike a constable. 

I fancy that the act was done out of bravado. Troke 
informed me that the man’s name is Kufus Dawes, and 
that he is the leader of the King, and considered the 
worst man on the isiand; that to secure him he (Troke) 
was obliged to use the language of expostulation; and 
that, but for the presence of an officer accredited by his 
Excellency, he dared not have acted as he liad done. 

This is the same man, then, whom I injured ut Port 
Arthur. Seven years of “discipline” don’t seer to have 
done him much good. His sentence is “ life”-—s lifetime 
in this place! Trcke says that he was the terror of Port 
Arthur, and that they sent him here when a “ weeding” 
of the prisoners was muie. He has been here four years. 
Poor wretoh ! 


May 24th.—Aftor prayers, I saw Dawes. Mv was con- 
fined in the Old Gaol, and seven others were in the coll 
with him. He came out at my request, and stood leaning 
against the doorpost. He was much chanyed trom tas 
man I remember. Seven years azo he was a stalwart, 
upright, handsome man. He haa become a beotle-browed, 
sullen, slouching ruffan. His hair is pry, thoueh he 
cannot be more than forty years of age, wat Lis irame hes 
lost that just proportion of parte which once mela bern 
almost graceful. His face has also grown ite other 
convict faces—how hideously alike they all ary sud,

I spoke to him for a few minutes, only saying how foolish 
it was to rebel] against an authority superior in strength to 
himself. He did not answer, and the only emotion he 
evinced during the interview was when I reminded him 
that we had ntet before. 

He shrugged one shon‘der, as if in pain or anger, and 
seemed abvut to speak, but casting his eyes upon tle group 
in the cell, relapsed into silence ayain. I wust yet speech 
with him alone. One can do notbing with a wan if seven 
others worse than himself are locked up with him.

CHAPTER LX.

Avever 24ru.—There has been but one entry in my 
journal uince the 3th Juno, that which records the 
advent of our new commandant, who, as I expected, is 
Captain Maurice Frere. e 
So great have been the changes which have taken place, 
that I soarcely know how to record them. Captain Frere 
has realised my worst anticipatione. He is brutal, vin- 
dictive, and domineering. His knowledge of prisons and 
race gives him an advantage over Kurgess, otherwise 

«much resemb!es that murderous snimal. 

He bas but one thought—to keep the prisoners in 
subjection. So long as the island is quiet, he cares not 
whether the men live ordie. “{ was sent down here to 
keep order,” said he to me, a few days atter hia arrival, 
“and I'll do it!” 

He has done it, I must admit; but at a cost of a lezacy 
of hatred to himself that be may some day regret to 
have earned. j 

He bas organised three parties of police. One patrols 
the fields, one is on guard at stores and public buildings, 
and the third is employed as a detective force. 

There are two hundred soldiers on the island; and the 
officer in charge, Captsin McNab, has been induced by 
Frere to increase their duties in many ways. The cords 
of discipline are suddenly drawn tight. For the disorder 
which prevailed when I landed, Frere Bas substituted a 
sudden and excessive rigour. 

Any officer found giving the smallest piece of tobacco 
to a prisoner is liable to removal from the island. ‘The 
tobacco which grows wild has been rooted up and 
destroyed leat the men should obtain a leaf of it. 

The privilege of having a pannikin of hot water when 
the gangs came in from field labour in the evening has 
been withdrawn. The shepherds, hut-keepers, and all 
other prisoners, whether at the stations of Longridye or the 
Cascades (where the English convicts are atationed), are 
forbidden to keep a parrot or any other bird. ‘Lhe plaiting, 
of atraw hats during the prisoners’ leisure hours is also 
prohibited. 

At the settlement where the “old bands” are located, 
railed boundaries have bean erected, beyond which no 
prisoner must pase unless to work. Two days ago Job 
Dodd, a negro, let his jacket fall over the boundary rails, 
crossed them to recover it, and was severely flogyed. 

At the same tine, let me say, with that strict justice 
J force myself to raete out to those whom I dislike, that 
the island is in a state of abject submission. ‘Tore is not 
much chance of mutiny. 

The men go to their @ork withont a murmur, and slink 
to their dormitories like «bipped hounds to kennel. The 
yaols and solitary (!) vells are crowded with prisoners, 
and each day sees fresh sentences for fresh crimes. 

It is crime here to do anything but live. 

The method by which Captain Frere has brought about 
this repose of desolation is characteristic of him. He sets 
every man aa a Spy fy his neighbour, awes the more 
daring into obedience by the dieplay of a rufiauism more 
outrageous than their own, and raising tiie worst scoun- 
drels in the place to office, compels them to find “ cnses” 
for punishment. 

Perfidy is rewarded. It has been meade part of a con- 
vict-policeman’s duty to search a fellow-prisoner anywhere 
and at any time. 

This searching is often conducted in a wantonly rougn 
and disyusting manner; and if resistams be offerad, the 
tuxn resisting can be knocked dowr hy, a blow from tie 
searcher’s bludgeon.

prevail everywhere, and the )* » of hundreds of prisoners 
are reduced to @ continua, agony of terror and self- 
loathinz. 

“It is impossible, Captain Frere,” said I one day, 
during the initiation of the system, “to think that these 
villains whem you have made constables will do their 
duty.” 

He replied, “Chey mut do their duty. If they are 
indulgent to the prisoners, they know I shall flog ’em. 
If they do what I tel! ’em, they’ make themselves so 
bated that they’d have their own fathor up to the 
triangies to save themselves being sent back to the 
ranks.” 

“You treat them, then, hhe siave- keepers of a wild 
beast den. They must flog the animals to avoid being 
floyged themeolves.” ; 

“Ay,” aaid he, with hie coarse laugh, “and having once 
flogyed ’om, they'd do anything rather than be put in the 
ayy, don’t ye sea!” 

It is horrible to think of this aort of logic being used by 
a man who has a wife, and friends and enemies. It is the 
logic that the Keeper of the Tormented would use, I should 
think. Iam eick unto death of the piace. It makes me 
an unbeliever in the social charities. It takes out of penal 
science anything it may possess of nobility or worth. It is 
cruel, debasing, inhuman.

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WHAT IS FOOTBALL COMING POR 


THERE is little doubt that football, as it is often 
played nowadays, will soon receive a salutary check, 
unless the football field is to become a regular slaughter 
ground. 

Even at this early period of the season, several deaths 
have been recorded, not to mention the accidents, repurta 
of which appear daily in the sporting press. 

Unfortunutely, it is not only rough players who are to 
be condemned for the committal of outrages. The spec. 
tators who frequent certain grounds deserve an equal 
amount of blame. 

At some miatcpes it is a matter for positive wonder 
that any mon are to be found willing to undertake the 
duties of umpiro or referce. 

In certain football centres the referee exposes himse!f 
to enormous risks, for if his decisions do not bappen to 
coincide with the views of the apcotators, the ruffianly 
element on the ground not only threaten him, bur, 
whenover an opportunity occurs, actually do him bodily 
harm. 

Tho other duy, at Swavsea, during the course of a 
match, tho ruft-ree gave a decision to which the crowd did 
not agree. The result was that the unfortunate officia) 
was surrounded by an augry mob, and it was only with 
the greatest difficulty that the police were able to provect 
him, : 

This is only one ivstance of a crowd losing contro! of 
its temper ; other examples are too numerous to cite. The 
;lain truth of the matter is that both the Association aad 
the Rugby games have, so far as respectability and manly 
feeling are concerned, been on the decline for years past, 
uutil now, in some quarters, what was once an invigorat. 
ing pastime, pursued for the sake of pleasure and healta 
only, bas become & mere battle of brute strength. 

There is only one explanation to all this, and thar is 
oue whick ali respectable clubs in vain deplore, ‘The 
betting elutacnt has been introduced, and it has had its 
effect on the players. 

Where ouce a football crowd, with scarcely a single 
exception, wax coinposed of honest men who went to 
watch the progress ot the game out of a genuine sporting 
Instinct, now, In wmany quarters, a large proportion of the 
spectators ace loud-nvuthed betttug-men who make a 
trade wut of footbail, like others do out of the turf. 

tis idle to deny that the presenco of these men has 
had « disastrous eftect on the players. The mob have 
speentaved large sums on the result of the struggle, the 
cousequense GE which is tnat they frantically appiand 
the side on which they have staked their money ; aud i¢ 
ile members of tuat pacticuiar team only lose control of 
thew teopers aud go i for systematic fighting the better 
pieased ave their supparters, ior the more probable become 
Loeir chances of reaping money, 

To deny that figutiug gocs on in these ganies is ciiher 
to exhint ignorauceor tu deliberately state that which is 
niuvue, As ciien as nov the issue of a game is of 
pecuniary itaportance to the players, and it behoves 
thom, unless they ate prenared to be the losers both iu 
pocket und repute, to win at acy price, 

Inuged, many so-cailed accidents are in rality noceing 
of toe sort; they are intentionally bronght avout, Some 
men habitually go on the football tield with the express 
devermination of, if not exactly maiming some une, at 
any rate of violently throwiug over, regardless of con. 
sequences, aay players who come in their way. It iy pars 
and parcel of their game, 

Footballers who are not scientific players make up for 
the doficrency by resorting to brute force, and a3 knocking 
aman over ia applauded by ignorant watchers us loudly 
aa, if not more thar, a boautiful series of passes or a 
cunningly dodgy run by a three-quarter back ia the 
Ktugbvy game, the greater is the incentive to vive am 
exhibition of muscular power. 

As a matter of fact, some men who have achieved 
reputations as fine footbullers have done so merely by 
reason of the utilisation of their superior strength in 
fclling opponents. They would be mere unknown duffers 
at the game, relegated to the fourth class, if real rciecce 
were the principal qualification for success in the wiater 
pastime. These men are simply hulking fellows, whu 
rush at the would-be tackler with the deliberate intention 
passing him, even if it be at the risk of trampliug ou 

im. 

Of course this xort of brutality would uct be allowed 
in respectable clubs, but there are plenty of teas whe. 
caring nothing for reapectability so Jong us they 1, 
are oaly too glad to get fighting men on their ride. {t 14 
these villainons organisations which are drageing a tole 
game from its once elevated position. 

Au hour and a half every Saturday aftecuvon ix, to 
their members, ninety minutes in which, at all hazurds ww 
life and lib, they must increase their weekly wages aud 
line the pockets of the despicable crowd of driukiuy 
vagubonds who go to wager on their slaughtering 
capabilities. 

This iy « sad state of things for the members of (those 
vecy many prominent and reputable clubs who pluy the 
game for honour only ; but while making football a pre- 
fession and betting on the play of the professionals con- 
tinues to be the custom, there seems no way vut ot it. 
Professionalism at cricket is all right. Thea cricketer 
cannot well inflict any serious injury on his opponents. But 
at football he indispntably has this power, and a3 his 
livelihood depends upon his success, it is scarcely te be 
wondered ut that he exercises it.

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GIRL-LIFE IN PORTUGAL. 


Ber litle can bo said of girl life in Portngal, for girls 
bave such a very slight sbaro in the hfe of the uation. 
In childhood they are bright, clevcr, and precociour, very 
much spoiled and vory much dressed. A formal respect 
to their parente is insisted on, howe ver—they address them 
in the third person, kiss their hands, and ask their blessing 
at bedtiwe. Thoy are constautly iu ths company of 
growo-np people, sit up late at night, and are frequentiy 
taken to the theatre nad opera. 

A little girl of nine amused me very much one day by 
f grave criticism on tha voices of Mesdames Nevada and 
Theodorina, who were thea singing at San Carlos. Con- 
verration is not restrziued in the preseuce of children, 
no they are early initiated into that freedom of ideas and 
freedom of expressing them that is ao marked a feature 
of society in Southern Europe. 

The education of Portuguese gisls is saperficial, con- 
sisting in what uscd to be called ‘‘ accomplishments "— 
music, embroidery, and languages. In all threo they 
attain great proficiency, and in the Jatter they excel. ‘The 
Portuguese, unlike the Spaniards and Italians, are firzt- 
class linguists; they are, in many cases, as fluent in 
French, English, and German as in their mother tongne, 
and conquer the difficulties of accent aud idiom with 

eat accu . 

Tee Ae aol of all sorts in Lisbon; Government 
achools, private schools, aud convent schools belonging 
to the French erder of St. Vincent do Paul ; for since the 
suppression of the national religious houses in 1834, these 
nuns have quictly spread their influence and multiplied 
their institutions, and have now almost exclusively in 
their hands the education of girls of the higher classes, 

They leave schuol at fifteen or sixteen, sometimes 
earlier, and marry very soon after. Among the “upper 
ton” the young people meet ench other ennstant!y at 
bails, receptions, bull-fights, and at the sumino> resorts, 
and their courtship is cosmopolitan, rather freer thau in 
France, much less so than in England. it is iu the 
middle and lower classes that it is choractovistic of the 
country and the nation. 

It is not-considcred ill-bred to stare in Portugal, a 
man may stare at a girl he docs not know as long as he 
likes ; he must not do ao to a girl he has been introduced 
to unless ehe gives him some eucourazement by shyly 
returning his glances. A girl will rit at her window ai 
the afternoon looking into the street, and her edorer from 
the street looks at her, and this is so much the cnstom 
that it attracts no attention from the passere-bv. 

From looks they proceed to bows, tu emiles, to a fow 
words; then he follows her to church, finds ont if she is 
going to the theatre, and goes too; serenades her with 
hia guitar on moonlight nighits, and finally makes an o%er 
to her father. He is then received by the family, and 
allowed to come to the housa in 2 quiet way till the we.
